In the grave crisis which now confronts President AVilson, the 


gravest which any president since Lincoln has faced, it is a pleasure 
lo record the genuine sympathy and tho prompt support he is ac- 
corded by former President Taft. 


By the same token tho most exasperating attitude of any Am- 


erican is the meddlesome jabbering and insufferable egotism of form- 
er President Roosevelt, the only man of any note in the country who 
has not cheerfully fallen in line with Jlr. Wilson's repeated plea that 
our people discuss the Euroepan war discreetly, or, bettor still, rs- 
fraiu from discussing it at all. 


On several occasions last winter in public addresses ex-President 


Taft commended the .stand Prsident Wilson had taken throughout 
the critical stages of tho war. The other day, in addressing the 
Wisconsin legislature he fisain uphold the policy of neutrality 
"whicli he (WilsoiO bas so conscientiously followed." 


With characteristic courage the former president made declara- 


tions of this kind in a community which is one of the chief centers 
of German-American propaganda, and which, for that reason, he 
knew -would not strike a popular chord among tho majority of his 
hearers. But he knew it was sound American doctrine and he did 
not hesitate to speak plainly and courageously. 


Every word that "Roosevelt has uttered on tho war situation has 


tended to complicate matters for the ad m ink-it ration. He has of- 
fensively accused Avoinen who have dared raise their hands and 
voices lor peace as cowards and their utterances as "both base and 
silly." He has accused the lumbers of the administration as being 
"wishy -washy" and molly-coddles in the handling of both the Mex- 
ican and European situations, when, in both instances the president 
bas had the approval of the sober sense of a vast majority of Ameri- 
cans by making American neutrality the supreme issue. 


President Taft has scrupulously avoided all this. lie has helped, 


rather than hindered. He has advised all patriotic Americans to 
think twice before speaking—and then not speak at all—unless they 


- had something of consequence lo say. He has displayed a whole- 


some quality of patriotism thai commends itself to all Americans 
and, later on will commend itself to our foreign born citizens who 
are HOAV so intensely partisan for one side or tlie other. 


Regardless of what 1he rank and file of our people think of 


cither of our ox-presidents, all will have to admit that Taft is giving 
us an example of what nn ox-president can do in guiding his coun- 
trymen aright at a critical juncture. And at Ihe same time Mr. 
Roosevelt is giving us an eloquent illustration of what a former 
president should refrain from doing when the head of the nation is 
grappling with, the gravest problems that any of our presidents, 
Avith perhaps two exceptions, have ever been called to solve.
